Now the Moſt High fore-ſceing, that the flouds of ungod- 
fineſs would fo corrupt the earth, that He ſhould be provoked 
to ſend a deluge of waters, He graciouſly raiſed up eight faith- 
ful Preachers, to fore-warn the world of the floud. Of theſe, 
Enoſh was the firit Thus I underſtand, Gen. 4.26.

So A the word here uſed ſignifies to preach : as Prov. 1. 21. 

Eſay 61.1. all which and divers other places, the 
Greek Interpreters render by wnpvoour, to preach,as alſo S. Luke 
turns the laſt, Luk. 4. 18,19. Thus Martin Luther turns, Gen.

2.5. here we 
read, that God ſaved Noah the eighth perſon a preacher of righ- 
teonſneſſe, contrary to the Greek text, 5% Nas Hu 
xipuxe it ; and the Vulgar Latine, O davdum juftitie præco- 
nem cuſt odivit: which the Syriac and Arabic verſions follow;

And as theſe four Cherubim repreſent the four Standards; 
ſo the twelve Prophets, Ecclut. 49.10. the twelve Princes Nam. 
2. And as theſe were burning and ſhining Lights in their ge- 
netat ions, ſo the Syriac and Arabic verſions there render the 
words, Let their bones ſhine. 

Anſwerable to theſe four Standards, we find the four living 
creatures, Rev. 4.6. which ſome apply unto the four Evange- 
liſts : As the twelve Apoſtles anſwer to the twelye Prophets. 

+ Whence the woman which bare the man. child, is crowned with 
twelve Stars. And the twenty four Elders grown up to the 
old and perfect age, are no other, Revel.

. nz. Jn which alchough I know aot what certains 
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tie there is for every particular aſſignment, which I leave to 
others to enquire: yet ſince there is an orderly proceeding in all 
the works of God, eſpecially in that great work of propaga- 
ting the Goſpel, thus much we may confidently affirm,*fron 
the Apoſtles reaſoning, and the ordination of Matthias in 
place of Judas, As 1.15, —26. that the number of the 
twelve Apoſtles muſt remain intire; and every one muſt have 
his proper place allotted to him, as we may underſtand 4. 1. 
25. Lepevblu v us Thy Theor Thy Who, That he may go into his 
place: which may as well be underſtood of the end of the new 
Apoltles choice, vi, to go into that place allotted to him, 
therein to preach the Goſpel, as of the event of Juda, the for- 
mer Apoſtles tranſgreſſion: though the vulgar opinion hath 
carried the meaning another way. And how elſe ſhall we un- 
derſtand P/al.4; . In ftead of thy fathers, thou ſhalt have chil. 
dren, whom thou ma)ſt make Princes in all lands, then with the 
common conſent of the Fathers, Inſtead of the Patriarchs the 
twelve fathers of the tribes of 7/-aely thou ſhalt have thy ſpi- 
rituall children, the Apoſtles, whom thou mayſt make Prin- 
ces in all lands, Wiſd. 3.7, 8. ho ſbine and run tos aud fro, as 
Sparks among the ftubble, they ſhall judge the nations, and bave 

minion over the people. 

Of theſe, no doubt ſome were univerſall, ſuch was Paul, 
2. Cor. 1 1.28. He had the care of all the Churches. Whom the 
Galatians received as an Angel of God, even as the Angel of 
the Covenant, Gal.4. 14. even as Chrift Ieſus. 

And hath the Lord now forſaken his Church > or may the 
Prophets complaint be renewed? There is not one Prophet more, 
neither among us any Who knoweth how long. Pſal.74.9. S.lokn 
Saw an Angel flying in tbe midſt of heaven, having the everlaſt* 
ing Goſpel to preach unto them that dWell on the earth, and to 
every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, ſaying with 4 
loud voice, Fear God, and. give glory to him, for the hoxr of his- 
judgement is come. This Angel hath appeared and preached his 
everlaſting Goſpel, it's agreed by all. But who this Angel was, 
every one jadgeth as he is affected. 
Abbat Toachims tells. us, it was Gregory the Great other:

Or whether any 
of their writings be ſo holy and pure, ſo truly divine, that they 
may be termed The Goſpel, yea, The everlaſting Goel? Or 
whether the writings of any of theſe, or all theſe, be worthy to 
be publiſhed to all nations, tribes, tongues,and people who dwel 
upon the earth? Whether any of theſe can be called a N 
Novus, ſuch as this Angel muſt be? This may be made ap- 
pear, from the queſtions which the meſſengers of the Phariſies 
moved to John the Baptiſt; Tohy 12.21. Art thou, à Tipopirns, 
The Prophet, or, That Prophet? Where it's evident. that the 
Tews expected three to come; 1. Elias, (who was John the 
Baptiit, that is, who came in the Spirit of Elias, not the per- 
ſon of Elias, vvhich therefore Tohn denies). 2. Chriſt himſelf: 
and 3, an eminent Prophet: for ſo 6 Tipegirrys ſignifies, and 
yye ſo render it vvell, That Prophet: ſo the Arabic vetſion, 
Diodats , and Beza ; who truly ſaith, That the idiome of the 
Greek tongue requires ſuch tranſlation, That 3 Npogirns mult 
be underſtood of ſome certain Prophet, not any one at large. 
They could not hereby underſtand Chriſt: for ohn had ex- 
preſſely denied that he was The Chriſt, ver. 20. Belides, they 
who were ſent diſtinguiſh char Prophet, from Elias and Chriſt, 
ver.

Vet may even theſe behold. the 
Stars, their multitudes, their motions , their operations, and 
learn chence natural wiſdome, and how to glorificthe God of 
nature. Fobn.e Arndt ſuperintendent of Luxebrrg.a learned, 
pious, holy man, whoſe name is honourable among all. good 


men throughout Germany: ._ He, in-thax fourch. book, of bis 
, excellent Mock caled 7rve .Chrifijenicy » Wrigten in High, 
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i Clem. eAlexandr. from. lib.5. {peaking of God, faith, He 
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before the Swiety of Aſtrologers. 
Dutch, tells us, That the ſtars are certain treaſuries and ſtore- 
honſes, out of which, both to men and beaſts,God diſtributeth 
His temporal good things wonderfully ; and to that pyrpoſe 
he produceth the opinion of that great Philoſopher 'of Germa- 
ny, Paracelſiu, whoſe judgment is, That all natural wiſdom, 
power and knowledge, is contained in the Stars, Hence many 
become famous artificers, and natural wiſe men in divers Arts 
and Inventions, whoſe minds nature inclineth to ſtudy the 
arts; whereby the works of God are manifeſted to His Ho- 
nour, and the advantages of men. And therefore God hath 
committed natural and hidden treaſures to the heavens , that 
in His own time He may make all things manifeſt to whom, 
how, and where it ſhall ſeem good unto himſelf, And after 
this manner, as by a wonderful operation and impreſſion, the 
heavens declare the glory of God, and the firmament ſpeweth his 
handy- work: So he, Ve have two teſtimonies in one, the 
one of an eminent Divine, the other of an excellent Philoſopher 
and Phyſician. Both which are verified by two examples, 
among many others, of two wiſe Stateſmen in their times; 
cited by that noble Gentleman Sir Chriſtopher Hayden; Adrian 
the Emperour, qui cuncta de ſe ſcivit, or præſcivit, He was ſo 
excellently ſeen in the Science of Stars, that he was able before- 
hand to write a Diary, as he did, of al! things which ſhould 
befall him until the hour of his death. 

Septimius Severus was ſo admirable in this kind of know- 
ledge, that conſidering his nativity before his expedition for 
England, he cauſed his nativity and his expedition tobe inſcri- 
bed inthe roof of his palace as a monument of his knowledge 
herein, that he ſhould never return again ; according to which 
prediction he dyed at Tor. 5 

It is true, Theſe were Heathen Emperours, yet was the 
ſtudy of this Science not thought unworthy of Gods people, 
who thereby might learn to manifeſt Gods glory from his 
works in nature, Abraham is recorded by the Ancients to 
have been extremely well ſeen in this kind of Science, o_ 
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He knew the way of the Stars, theit motions about the earth , 
their ſettings and their rilings. And when Steben the Pro- 
tomartyr ſaith of Moſes, That he was learned in all the learn- 
ing of the Egyptians, Act. 7. 22. he ĩs to be underſtood to be 
learned in Altrology, which was a principal part of the — 
tians 3 Clemens Alex. lib. 1. Strom. he afwlct

Egyptians firſt brought forth Aſtrology among men: The 


logy was one kind of learning of the Egyptians. 

But was Moſes learned in Aſtrology ?
